filed through the pile of reports of stolen bicycles. 


The officer, like others in Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty, was concerned about the growing rate of bicycle 
thefts. “ Kids seem to think nothing of taking some­ 
one else’s bike, riding it a while, then dumping it,” 
he said. 


The theft of bicycles is the number one sum­ 
mertime crime in the area. Bristol Township re­ 
ports the most thefts. According to Sgt. Richard 
Templeton, 75 bicycles have been reported stolen 
during June and July. 


Of these, 60 were not licensed. The rest were 
registered at township police headquarters. Some 
have been recovered and returned to the owners. 
In addition, police have another 15 bicycles at 
headquarters waiting for some one to identify and 
claim them. 


50 Stolen 


Falls Township reports 50 bicycles have been 
stolen in the past three months. Chief Howard C. 
Snook of Middletown Township reports an aver­ 
age of 15 bicycles stolen each month during the 
summer. 
Thefts in Tullytown are also heavy, mostly 
from the Towne Theater in the Levittown Shopping 
Center. Many bicycles were taken during St. Mich­ 
ael’s Fair early in the summer. 


Most of the bicycles are taken from the swim­ 
ming pools in Levittown or movie theaters, the 
police said. “The kids will come out of the swim­ 
ming pools. They will be too tired to walk home. 
They see a couple of bikes lying around. They 
pick one up, ride it home and get off it a block or 
so away from the house,” Templeton said. 


Carelessness 


He explained this happens time and time 
again. “The kids with bikes just don’t seem to care. 
You never see any of them locking their bikes like 
they used to do. 


‘‘You drive along a road and see bicycles lay­ 
ing all over while the children are playing near 
by. Anybody could take the bikes. Another thing 
kids don’t seem to know is how to put their bikes 
away at night,” Templeton said. 


Prevention 


“The obvious answer to the thefts is to lock 
the bikes or put them away when not using them,” 
the sergeant said. 
He pointed out that the most effective lock is 
the long, special bike padlock. This fits over the 
frame between spokes in the wheel. Templeton 
said that if one of these locks is not available a 
small 
padlock can be used on the chain 
and 
sprocket wheel.

He m ade the statem ent in an­ 
sw er to a question about what 
plans he had to curb inflation in 
th? light of ttie steel price rise 
and prospects for large federa* 
deficits for the next five years. 
The President said 
it was a 
problem for labor, m anagem ent 
and government. He added that 
labor and business m ust be very 
careful about increasing wages 
above levels w arranted by gains 
in productivity. 
First Meeting In Weeks 
In his first meeting with report­ 
ers in five weeks, the President 
also: 
—Said that his doctors had told 
him he was in good shape despite 
the strain of recent months and 
that he felt gocd. 
—Coldly brushed aside a ques­ 
tion about how he feTt justified in 
keeping on his top aide, Sherman 
Adams, and two White H o u s e 
women secretaries who had re­ 
ceived 
gifts from 
textile m ag­ 
nate Bernard Goldfine. He said he 
was not going to say anything 
more about that m atter than he 
had in his original statem ent sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
—Said he had no plans to make 1 
any public pleas for m oderation in I 
school integration before the open­ 
ing of schools this fall. But he 
said that if he thought of anything 
that could be effective, he cor* 
tainly would not hesitate to do it. 
He said he had no objection to 
m eeting with Gov. J. Lindsay Al­ 
mond Jr.. of Virginia about the 
situation in nearby Arlington. But 
that he had not been approached 
on such a meeting. Almond has 
said that any federal court ord^r 
putting 
Negro pupils 
in white 
schools would result in closing 
such schools. Fam ilies of many 
m ilitary people and federal em ­ 
ployes live there. 
Will Sign Labor Bill 
—Refused to give his unqualified 
backing to the Senate • approved 
labor reform biir now pending in 
the House. But he said he would 
sign it if it reached his desk in a 
form that showed progress in the 
field, although it might have some 
features he did not like. 
Said that, all in all. Congress 
seem s to be making a pretty good 
record of accom plishm ent on his 
legislative program . But he noted 
Congress had not yet completed 
actijn on all his m ajor legislation 
and he would not be fully satis­ 
fied until it did. 
Most of the news conference was 
devoted to the Middle E astern 
crisis. The President was calm 
and serious in giving m ost of his 
answers. He showed no ill effects 
of the strain he has been under 
since the Middle E J ASTERN Cris 
since the Middle E astern Crisis 
erupted last month. 
He wore a grey suit with vest, 
b*ue shirt and grey tie with a 
large blue pattern. 
Asked About Health 
Broaching the question of t h e 
President's health, a reporter not­ 
ed the British press had been 
highly critical and had carried 
stories that his health would pre­ 
vent him from standing up to So­ 
viet Prem ier Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev in a sum m it conference.
